Victoria, B. C, Oct. 35.— The steam- 
Hhip Empress of Japan hM brought the 
Oriental advices to Oct. 13, as follows: 

All Japan la in a feycr of excitement 
awaiting aaws from General Oyama't 
•ipeditkni which ia aappoaed to be 
directed toward some point on the Chi- 
new coast within the Gulf of Pei- 
Chi-Li. 

Reports of laudinffs at Port Arthur, 
Wei-Hui-Woi and otlier lociiliries arc al- 
ready circulating in Japanese newspa- 
pers. From the beginuiuK the Japanese 
anthorities have been determined to al- 
low no inaccurate reoocds pf aotoal 
events to forth. 

Admiral itu's official report of the 
battle near 'I'lii lCosaii iiarbor lias been 
pnblished. It is extremely ''xulx'raut 
in tone and ia tilled with eulogies of the 
i<t>irit au i fortitude diqiiayad 07 oflloers 

auil nu n. 

'ilie Cliinose loss in the battle of 
Vakiisluui was, killed 700, wounded 253. 
Two ilitltTeut accounts arc published in 
Yokoluinui papers witli relerence to the 
Chinese troops having erected six forts 
on the soutliern bank of the river and 14 
cn the northern. They have about SO 
^nns in positidii and t!io force asseni 
bled to dispute the jiassa^'e of the Jajiii 
uese army into Marchuriu is about 70 
000. All the troops that escai)e(l from 
Pirg-YaiiK are on the northern bank 
<.)tliiT reports says that the Cliiiie..,! 
forces only luiiiiber '.t.OUO on tlie north- 
ern bank and a similar number on the 
southern, and that but eight forts are 
built so far, hut that on the appearand 
of the Japanese troops they hastily 
started Btrengtlieuing their petition, 
evidently intending to act strictly ou 
the defensive. 

The N'iv Pou publishes an account of 
an rncMiiiiter between the Maya Koa 
and four Chinese ships in the Yellow 
«ea, where the Maya Kou was recon- 
uoiteriug. A fierce fight ensued, in 
which the Maya Kon aank one of her 
opponents and then escaped in a niorc 
or less injured condition. As the Mava 
Kon is u gunboat of but 615 tons, the 
engagement is regarded as a myth. 

Prince Komatu and Count Kawamora 
have left for Corea. The prince is a 
lieatenant in the navy, and baa been re 
called from Europe to resume his post 
ou the Naniawa Kan. Ck>ant Kawa 
mora is a retired vice admiral and it is 
rumored will take command of the 
squadron in *.:ore:m waters. 

Though the Chinese at Ping- Yang 
were imperfectly supplied with ammu 
uition, they had plenty of mouev The 
aggregate amount of bollion falling into 
the hands of the Japanese is esttma:ed 
at 1,184,42U yen. 

Mavigatiou in the Shihtonsha channel 
is now very dangerous, 60U Kubmarluc 
mines having been laid. A large junk 
struck a torpedo recently, and both it 
and a fishing boat were blown up and 
the crews destroyed. A Chinese gun- 
boat wae also destroyed in the same 
manner. 

The Japanese government has at 
length consented to allow reporters to 
accompany its fleet, bnt only one repre- 
sentative is allowed per ship. 

The Japanese Kovernment contem- 
plates coustrnctiug a naval post at 
Hamada-ISekishu, situated just opposite 
the southern limit of Corea. 

Hospital arraugeuicntrt at Hirosliima 
are very extensive and complete, and 
the wounded Chinese prisoners are 
treated with the same care as Japanese. 
So much so that many Chinese patients 
show reluctance to leave the liospit.il 
and maniiest very little patriotic leel 
ing, their chief concern bt^ing their 
arrears of pay.

A idealous ciirrespcjiident states that a 

iilot, in which partisans of the Tai- 
..oou-Kuii \WT<.; implicated, [has 
been discovereil. The cun-pirators in- 
tended to raise to the thruni! Li Yo 
yhu, ^{randHon of the Tai Loon Kun, and 
drive out oi Ci;rea the pm-Japanese 
statement. The plot also included an 
attack on the Japanese residents in 
Seoul. 

Fierce persecntioiis have broken out 
in the two southern proviiuH's of Corea 
against the native C'hri.->tii|ns, This is 
headed by Toughaks, allies of the Chi- 
nese in Cjoreii. Already a large numuer 
of native converts have been murdered 
and many robbed and beaten. Pero 
Jozeau, u French nii.ssiunary, was cap- 
tured by General Yeh while im the way 
to Beoul. Ho and an attendant were 
interrogated and beaten t)y the soldiers 
in the presence of (ieueral Yeh, They 
were afterward seized by six soldiers 
and hoisted otf the ground by their 
ears. While in this position Jozeaa was 
stabled with a bayonet in the side by 
one of the soldiers. Tiio prisoners were 
then thrown on their faces and their 
heads literally hacked otf. Guuerul Yelt 
and staff complacently regarded the 
whole transaction and then went awav 
withontax rd, leaving the two head- 
less bodies on the bank of the river. So 
grM* is th.. terror of the Toughaks 
that it was 'wo davs before the native 
Christians Tontmed to bury the bodies. 

At Pekin and Tien-Tsln great fear is 
felt by the foreign residents of an at- 
tack by natives. The latter appear to 
have the extraordinary idea that the 
foreigners ore helping the Japanese, 
and some uneducated Chinese have 
been heard to assert that in the recent 
navaU>attle three J^nch and four Rus- 



sian ships engaged. Aotua( attacks ou 
foreigners have been made in Pekin. 
L T. Headland, professor of mental and 
moral science at Pekin nnirersity, was 
attacked by a mob and stoned and 
beaten, and had a narrow escape with 
his life. In consequence the fore*j,'M le 
rations are now gnaidad by nuiriues 
from the warships. 

The British steamer Pathan, whicli 
was seized by the Chiif -se warship Yan 
Sheng, has been released on demand of 
the Britisli minister. Tlie Chines', 
claim that the Pathan had on biKird 
two cases of re'voivers and one of cart- 
ridges for Japan. A bond providing 
for no currying of contraband goofis 
was given by her owners 

Telegrams to the Japan Mail from 
Kyoto, uud< r date of ( )<'t say a k' i a) 
battle was < cpected to ta'cti ) )aoo at Ku- 
Yon within the nasi tortolgnt, and that 

the Japanese reo6nnoitering oolmaui has 
reached the left bank of Uie Am Nok 
river. No enemy was seen on the op- 
posite bank at that date. The Japanese 
army was at Chong- Jn, a distance of 20 
miles from the Am Nok.

RUN DOWN AT SEA. 

Aa Unknowa VmmI Saak by tba AaMrlcaa 
Iiiner rarit. 

Southampton, Oct. 25.— Between I'M 
aud 2 o'clock Tuesday morning the 
American liner Pans, which arrive*, 
here lost night from New York, ran 
down and probably sank an unknown 
ship. The weather was very thick 
the time, a heavy rain falling. As soon 
as the collision occurred the Paris was 
put about aud a search made for the 
ship. After a time the vessel, or a cap 
sized wreck, was reported off the star- 
board, but sight of it was lost before a 
lifeboat oonld be lowered. Nothing 
further was seen, though the Paris lay 
otf searching until daylight. The 
steamer sustained no daman beyond 
having a portion of her nul bent aud 
two wire stays broken. 

Sailors ou the Paris si^ that the sail' 
ing vessel showed signals of distress 
after the collision, and that soreams 
were heard aboard of her. II is stai 
that a white light was seen on bdard 
the ship three minutes before the col 
lision, but that no red or green light 
was visible until after the steamer had 
struck her. Captain Watkins declines 
to make any statement regarding the 
accident, except to thecompanyoincials. 

Passengers on the Paris criticise the 
delay of the steamer in lowering a boat 
and in getting the seuebUghl wwUnji.

"The Oook gang of outlaws in force is 
camped at Gibson station, ei^lu miles 
from here, on the Mi.ssouri, Kansas and 
Texas road. It is believed that another 
holdup is contemplated. My police 
force, such aa I get together, is not 
equal to the emergency, and Marshal 
Crump, at Fort Umith, Ark., writes 
that he has no money to keep the mar- 
shals in the field for a campaign. Af- 
fairs here are in a desperate condition- 
commerce impieded, business sus ended 
and the people generally intimidated 
and private individuals robbed ^erery 
dayandaighl" ' 
Attorney General OIney has sent tele 
grams to the United Slates attorney and 
the United States marshal at Fort 
Smith to do everything legitimately 
within their power to prevent the inter- 
ruption of interstate commurcu and the 
detention of the United states mails. 
If these eiTorts fail, it is assumed that 
the military wiU be called into re- 
quisition. 

Secretary Smith was asked what he 
should reconuneod to prevent por- 
manontly the lawlessnes. ami reigii of 
terror that now exists in the Indian 
Territory. ■■Abrogate the treaties; 
abolish the tribal relations; estal)hsh a 
territorial government, ami extend tlii 
jurisdiotion of the I'nited states ovit 
the whole territory." he n plied proni|)t- 
ly. The secretary expres>e(i tne opinion 
that the local seif government of the 
civilized tribes was a failure thu-, fur. 
Their legislatures make laws, but there 
seeuis to be uo way of enf jremj; them. 

Men who had all along been (jppo.sed 
to the course ho su(/gested, now saw 
that there was no (jtlier way out of tho 
ditticulty. He would nee that the In- 
dians were protected Hi all their prop- 
erty rights, but tie would have the 
United Mtate.s eoutrol sutllciently to rid 
the territ(/ry oi tlu outlaw.s. If a terri- 
torial (;oV( rniuent were establi.slied, 
judp s would he sent there to administer 
the laws and the (governor who was ap- 
pointed, eohid .^ee tiiat they were en- 
forced. 

The report of Uovoruor Kenfrow of 
OklalKJina advises tho consolidation of 
the two territories, saying that the 
whites would then pretlominate. This 
being called to the secretary's attention 
he s.iid tliat the white pe .ple in tbo In- 
dian Territory now larpdy predonii- 
natdl, but - 'ley !i,id no voioe in the af- 
fairs of the government.

London, Oct. 85.— A dispatch to The 
Times fhmi St. Pstersbarg says that 
among the varions mmors in drcnla- 

tion there is one to the effect that Pro- 

Ic ssor Herrmann, the well known G«r- 
muu pliy.^u'iuii, has declined to go to 
Livadia to attend the czur, and tliat a 
French plivKicmn ha.s Ix'en ^^um^loued 
•with a view to the possibility of au 
operation if it Im' found that only cue of 
his niajest}''8 kidneys is att'ected. 

Detailed aceouuts are given of the 
will of the i zar, but nothing autlieiitii' 
can {xi.'^sibly be known beyt)iid the olli- 
cial buUi tiiis, Kvcn the niinisti rs and 
ambassadors received no other iufornia- 
tion than is rnntamed in the bulletins. 
It is true, however, that sinee the 18th 
of the current month all the slate j)apers 
have been signed by the ez.irewitch by 
the czar's order. 

The minister of finance has tele- 
graj)hod to the president of the Odessa 
Kxchange begging him to cull the bank- 
tTs and representatives of liiinneial 
lirms to;;efher and appeal to them for 
the abstention, under the circumstiiuees, 
from all speculation, esi)ecially the pur- 
chase of gold and ali^o do their utmost 
to prevent depres&iou of the rouble uud 
State funds. 

A seditious proclamation or appeal to 
the people is circalating secretly through 
the post here. The origin of the proc- 
lamation is unknown, but it is evident 
that its aathors have taken advantage 
of the exceptional circmnstonces that 
now prevail. The document is dated 
Feb. 19, the anniversary of the emanci- 

fation of the iScrfs, and is signed "The 
'arty of Russian Rights." It demands 
that the rights that a despotic govern- 
ment has withdrawn be restored. 

Nothing is said in the proclamation 
of the illness of the czar, out the pres- 
ent moment is referred to as propitious 
for securing liberty of the press and 
conscience. An election, etc., is de- 
manded. Ko importance is attached to 
the appeal. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The daily Mews says that the otliciul 
bulletins do not represent the gravity of 
the czar's condition. Temporary relief 
by ta|)i>ing, he adds, means nothing. 
It IS the general opinion that hia 
majesty IS already dying. It is known 
that his anoonscionsness lasted several 
hours. 

It is not known whether the wedding 
of the czarewitoh and Princess Alix oc- 
curred or not. This silence is ominous. 
It may be that a surgical operation has 
delayed the ceremony. Persistent ru- 
mors are in circulation of mournful 
6ick-l>ed scenes and other touching inci- 
dents. 

Princess Alix, it is said, is still wag- 
ing a desperate struggle against tlie 
fanatical zeal of the orthodox clergy, 
who insist upon lier declaring that the 
Evangelical faith is accursed. The 
princess can nut be i>ersuiuled that the 
matter is a mere formality, and do- 
mauds tliat she may \h} excused from 
Jirououiu'ing the words iu questiou. 

The correctness of these rumors can 
not be voui'lied for and the fact is only 
mentioned that they are iu circulation 
and are receiviug fresh nourishment 
from the ab.seucu (jf news about the 
wedding. liowever, as news from Li- 
vadia generally takes considerable time 
incoming, news of the marriage maj 

btill be expeclttd. 

A dispatch to The Daily News from 
Berlin states, that according to tele- 
grams received in Darmstadt, the czar 
slept well Tuesday night. Yesterday 
he joined his family at dinner. In the 
afternoon, as it was beautiful weather, 
he was carried onto the terrace, and 
later a family council was held. 

The servants who accompanied 
Princess Alix to Warsaw, where she 
met her sister, Urand Duchess Sergius, 
have returned to the Russian capital. 
'At Warsaw there were a number of 
Russian servants, who entered upon 
their duties as soon as the princess ar- 
riTed. It was evidently not wished 
that the Uermans should go to Livadia 
and bring back with them a knowledge 
of the state of afTairs at the Russian 
court. 

All telegrams from liradia go first to 
St. Petersburg, where thtij urn ial)||aoted 
to the scrutiny of the oenaon.

For tho three years immediately pro 
ceding the application of aiititu.xiiic in 
the EmpoTor and Empress I'n ili rii k's 
Children's hospital at Berlin 1,081 
oases of diphtheria were treated, and 
the mortality was 40 per oent After 
the middle of last March 128 cuseswere 
tri'ateci by tho npidicatiou of the new 
rt iiii , r.tid tho mortality fell to 13 
1 1 I- r. nt.

These hogs are merely kept to 
utilize the buttermilk; which would 
otherwise go to wastes and the fatness 
of these animals so fed defies worda 
Very little olsu is given them.
